This too is non- 
sense, for anything that helps de- 
f elope character h practical.

The Board of Pardons of the 
State Prison in a recent meeting 
declined to grant the petition of 
Arthur B. Furrows for a pardon, or 
a parole. This deaf man has now 
seived sixteen and a half years of a 
thirty-five year sentence. lie had 
rid home to which he could go on 
leaving the State piison, nor had 
he any permauent place to work, 
hence it was deemed most unwise to 
grant Furrows his petition. And 
there the matter rests for the pre- 
sent. If any one of us of one 
hundred and twenty five or more 
deaf people who signed the petition 
will offer Furrows a permanent 
home, taking him right from the 
prison door, and give him a boms 
till Mr. E. P. Clarke, of the State 
Employment Bureau, can find him 
a job, which he thinks he can, 00 
some farm — then ami not till then 
will there be much chance for Fur- 
rows' petition being granted, and 
another chance given him in life. 

The two deaf- mutes, Joseph Cas- 
telli and Francisco Veteri, of Brook 
lyn, N. Y. , found guilty of murder 
In this State last April, 1 916, and 
tried and sentenced in New Haven 

last October, to be banged at the 
State prison in Wetbersfield March 
15th, 1917, have been granted a stay 
of sentence, pending the bearing ol 
some new evidence whose legal 
advisors claimed to have for the case. 
The Court put off the carrying out 
of the death sentence to July 6, 1917. 
The date gave some o( us a jolt. 
Hut in the meanwhile very ear- 
nest efforts will be made by theii Ca- 
tholic (/lunch spiritual advisers, 
their lawyers and others Intel 
ed to have their sentence char 
to lift* imprisonment. And suppose 
these effort! are of no avail.

The oralists in Minnesota tried 
to slip one over on the deaf, and 
came near succeeding, but were dis- 
covered in the nick of time. 

At present three is a law in Min- 
nesota, passed with the approval of 
the deaf, allowing children to attend 
day schools until ten years of age, 
but requiring that they be sent to the 
school at Faribault when ten years 
old. 

The parents of day school pupils 
object to this latter provision, and 
bad a bill introduced in the Legis- 
lature to allow pupils to stay in 
school till sixteen years old. 

This bill was favorably reported 
and about to be voted on in theHouse, 
when Mr. Spear learned of it, and 
asked for a stay until the deaf could 
be heard. The stay was granted and 
a meeting of the committee was held 
to hear the side of the deaf. Dr. 
Tate explained the attitude of the 
school at Faribault. So many how- 
ever wanted to be heard, that the 
committee decided to have a public 
hearing on March 8th. 

Then a general alarm was sounded. 
General Howard, president of the 
Minnesota Association of the Deaf as 
well as of the N. A. D., was inform- 
ed, andjwith characteristic energy he 
at once took charge the situation. 
Through Colonel Schroeder he issued 
orders for the mobilization of the 
deaf and their friends. As a result 
some seventy deaf were on hand 
when the meeting was called to order 
in the House of Representatives 
Thursday evening. About an equal 
number of friends of the day schools 
were present, and it was a battle 
royal. 

President Howard made a telling 
address; which was interpreted by 
his charming wife. He argued that 
the present law was for the best in- 
terests of the children; that one 
teacher could not teach several grades 
and do the pupils justice; that the 
school in Fairbault was better equip- 
ped for educating the children than 
the day schools could ever be; and 
that to pass the proposed bill would 
a backward step in the education of 
the deaf. If the day schools are 
such a good thing as claimed, why 
do not the Rraduntes of such schools 
come forward and speak up for them. 
They never do. On the contrary, 
when they understand the question- 
fully they support the combined 
system. He read letters from Dr 
Hall of Galkiudet, Mr. Wright of 
New York, and other promiuentedu 
cators, as well as parents of deaf 
children, in support of his views. 

Mrs. Cadwell, who has a deaf son, 
spoke up for the combined system 
and the Faribault School. 

Rev. Saloner, a missionary to the 
deaf, spoke of his observations in the 
course of his work, and his visits to 
day schools here and in Wisconsin. 
He was strongly of the opinion that 
the use of the oral method alone and 
the exclusion of the sign language, as 
generally done in day schools, was to 
the detriment of the deaf children. 

Mrs. Nyhus, whose parents are 
deaf, spoke strongly in favor of the 
combined system ; as did Mrs. How- 
ard. 

Several parents of day school pu- 
pils and teachers spoke of the ad- 
vantages of having the children at 
home ; of teaching them speech and 
lip-reading so they can mingle in so- 
; of many orally educated 
entering high schools ; and of the 
s toward increasing emphasis 
on oral instruction notwithstanding 
opposition from the deaf. 

The value of the sign language 
as a means of interpretation could 
not fail to impress those present. 
Its use, the deaf were able to 
keep in touch with all that was said. 
Mrs Howard is particularly well 
qualified for interpreting. When 
a child, she used to be deaf, but she 
has gradually regained her hearing 
and now hears perfectly. But her 
heart is with the deaf, and she in- 
trrprets from speech to signs and 
from signs to speech with equal flu- 
ency. Mr. Howard spoke mainly in 
signs, while Mrs. Howard interpret- 
ed orally; but he also frequently 
spoke orally, especially iu rebuttal, 
and In calling down speakers on the 
opposition side, when they made 
tatetnents, as they frequently 
did. 

Mr. and Mrs. Howard spent sever- 
al days in the city, most of the 
time mingling with members of the 
Legislature and State officials. The 



personal contact and private con- 
versation with members no doubt 
will go a long way to make the cause 
of the deaf better understood by the 
law makers. Mr. Howard is con- 
fident that the proposed changes in 
the law will not be made.

Veditz, makes the u mail vote," 
method of electing officers of the 
National Association of the Deaf 
look so good and correct and feasi- 
ble and necessary, that we feel 
abashed at questioning either its 
legality or desirableness. 

Still, the ratio of ballots sent out 
to the number cast, indicates either 
a dearth of understanding or an 
absence of enthusiasm upon the part 
of the voters. 

Mr. Veditz points out one of the 
weak spots of the mail vote method— 
that is, a lack of electioneering. To 
the Journal editor, this is a decid- 
edly weak point, because to him it 
is a very embarrassing one. 
To discuss the merits and demerits 
of candidates would give rein to per- 
sonalties that could not be tolerated, 
and the editor's blue pencil would be 
overworked. Then would fly the 
shafts of rancor and acrimony in his 
direction. No matter how fair and 
impartial he attempted to be, his 
motives would be misconstrued and 
bis actions misinterpreted. It is 
always at tbe umpire that the empty 
pop bottles are aimed. Partisanship 
invariably sees but one side of the 
shield— and does not even want to 
see the other side. Therefore, a 
rule would be necessary that each 
electioneering partisan write only 
upon the mehtsand fitness of his 
own candidate, and be subject to 
rules as inflexible as those which 
govern debate beforean assemblage 
in convention.

Some members voted only for 
'president, others for president, sec- 
retary and treasurer. Several did 
not vote for directors. A few bal- 
lots were rendered void, as far as the 
vote for director was concerned, be- 
cause the voter either voted for per 
sons as directors whom he had al 
ready voted for elsewhere on his 
ticket, or for persons from the same 
State as other officials named in his 
ballot. For the above reasons, the 
total vote for each office is not ex* 
actly the same. 

Copies of the complete returns, as 
given above, have been sent the hve 
candidates for each office receiving 
the highest number of votes. 

The " one State limitation" with 
regard to candidates, about which 
there has been some discussion, 
would not prevent two or more 
candidates from the same state get* 
ting a place on the regular election 
ballot (which goes to voters in 
April); this provided the voter is 
given sufficient choice on his ballot 
to keep within the limitation. The 
" one state rule" refers only to the 
manner of marking the ballot ; a 
voter must not vote for more than 
one candidate from any one state. 

It is to be hoped that both the 
members and the candidates them- 
selves will co-operate with the sec- 
retary in the effort to make a diffi- 
cult task a little easier ; that there 
may be nd attempt at this time, 
while the vote is in progress, to 
muddy the waters with over-fine 
technicalities. If any real issue in 
connection with the vote should 
arise, tbe matter may safely be left 
to the Hartford Convention to settle.

and serious discussion of their vari- 
ous business interests. On the 
other hand, there are other organ- 
izations in which absentees vote by 
proxy, that have become notorious 
for the bitterness of their election- 
eering during conventions. Kven 
such an august body as the National 
J {ducat ion Association is a sample 
on point, the meeting at Sau Fran- 
cisco, a couple of years ago, having 
made it's mark in this respect. 

It has been my good fortune to 
have proposed many of the laws now 
regarded as fundemental in the 
N. A. D. I trust that this mail 
vote will not be condemned without 
a fair trial.

THE MAIL VOTE LAW. 



KdiTor Journal: — Will you 
kindly permit me to offer a respect- 
ful dissent from your criticism of the 
mail vote law now in force and now 
receiving its first try-out in the 
N. A. J I 

The law was not rushed through 
at Cleveland. There was a sj < 
committee called the Committr- 
Laws to which were submitted all 
the various amendments to the con- 
stitution that had been duly publish 
ed in the Journal prior to the con- 
vention. This committee met 
entire evening to consider th< 
ous amendments and the mail vote 
proposition came in for full explana- 
tion and consideration. It receiv- 
ed the pratically unanimous end* 
ment of the committee. The no 
standing had been that any am 
ment not endorsed by the committee 
was to be stigmatized accordingly in 
open convention, and that only 
as had been endorsed were to be 
recommended for passage. 

The mail vote law was fully ex- 
plained in the convent ion,* and having 
received the endorsement of the ( 
mittee was, if my memory is con 
unanimously adopted.
